'Smokey' Nearly International 
Symbol of Forest Preservation 



WASHINOTON, March 33 (B— 
Bmokey the Bear, with his Jaunty 
forest ranger's hat and blue Jeans, 
Is fast becoming an International 
symbol for forest preservation. 

The real Smokey was snatched as 
ft cub from a flaming New Mexico 
forest nearly toiu* years ago and 
brought to a new home In the 
fedually-nia zoo here. 

Ever since, the forest service has 
used his picture— all togged out In 
ranger's gear—to drive home its 
fire prevention message on highway 
billboards and trolley advertise- 
ments. Smokey has been In the 
movies, on radio and on television. 

Now his fame has spread to other 
lands. Youngsters in South America, 
Canada and even France have Join- 
ed with a mlUon or so American 
kids In a corps of "Junior rangers," 
pledged to "save and talthlully de- 



fend from waste the natural re. 
sources ot my country." 

Smokey will spearhead a big slx- 
mllllon- dollar campaign planned by 
federal and 8tat« foresti? officials 
and private advertising groups, to 
plug for protection of the .nation's 
woodlands from the ravages of fire. 
The campaign opens April 1. The 
government share Is $180,000. 

Fires annually destroy about 
billion dollars worth of timber in 
tho United States, but some pro- 
gress has been made. Clint Davis, 
national director of cooperative for- 
est fire prevention, gives Smokey 
considerable credit for this. 

Federal law protects Smokey from 
commercial exploitation and author- 
izes tho forest service to license the 
manufacture and sale flt "Smokey 
the' Bear" toys and appliances to 
put across flro prevention messages. 
Royalties go for fire prevention 
work.

A few years ago. Schlne wrota a 
pamphlet called "defltUtlon of com- 
munl«m ' and «pf**d m^ny th'-m- 
ands of copies In hotels about the 
countrr. The army and nary and 
other goverrunent agencies al»o 
distribute many coplea. But. be- 
cause, being six feet, four Inches 
tall, he requires a shoo bigger than 
the quartermaster could furnish. 
Schlne had to wear non -regulation 
shoes during his' basic army train- 
ing. That was ecandalously ex- 
ploited as special privilege. 

None of tho same papers and 
column propagandists ever wrote a 
word about the special privilege* 
given Eleanor Roosevelt's house-pet, 
-Joe-Larti-w-about-John-iloOloy'o 
testimony admitting official effort* 
lb the highest quartars of the army 
to get him soft, sale Jobs which In 
cldentolly, succeeded. 

Lash Is now employed on the very 
paper which has been persecuting 
Schlne as a man who got "apeclai 
treatment" In that ho was not 
pelled to go barefoot In winter. 

All this is a foul, dirty deal to atop 
the McCarthy inquiry. 

Observe the history of these 
maneuvers. J. B. Matthews was run 
out of the Important Job of chief 
investigator because ho had truth- 
fully remarked In a magazine article 
that-Prfltestant-mlntsWts-werapIay.

Elsenhower fell for this 
plant and Matthews were removed.
